This cult teaches its adherents that the 
saluting of the flag constitutes idolatry 
and that it is unscriptural to yield alle- 
giance to any man-made form of govern- 
ment. Such teaching stems from ignorance 
of the Scriptures, for the Bible teaches us 
that we should pray for all that are in 
authority (1 Tim. 2:1-3) and pay taxes 
and customs which they levy (Rom. 13:6- 
7). If the authorities pass and seek to en- 
force laws which are positively antagonis- 
tic to God’s laws, we have apostolic ex- 
ample for saying, “We ought to obey God 
rather than men” (Acts 5:29). However, 


the saluting of the flag does not violate 
God’s laws. 


It does not seem possible that in this 
twentieth century mankind can be so in- 
tolerant and brutal against a group who 
are sincere in their belief and in many 
respects more law abiding and better citi- 
zens than those who persecute them. 


The lesson that I wish to draw is that 
this is an example of what we can expect 
when the time comes when we as Christ- 
tians will not be able to endorse, support, 
nor salute the form of government that 
shall come into existence because of its 
anti-Christ policy and program, and we 
shall be called upon to suffer persecution 
because of our religious convictions. Ac- 
cording to Rev. 13 there will come a world 
leader who will endeavor to compel all to

The whole Gentile world as pictured 
here by the Apostle Paul is in darkness, 
without understanding, and in bondage to 
Satan.

Second, Jesus promised freedom from 
sin. “Whosoever commiteth sin is the 
bondslave of sin.”

Sin is the manner 
of his life. He that loves sin is the bond- 


slave of sin. 


Somebody says, “I don’t believe in sin 
any more. There is no sin. Everything is 
good, and good is God. Sin is an error of 
mortal mind.” But Jesus believed in sin. 
And the only reason He came from, heav- 
en to this world, from the throne of His 
Father to Calvary, was to “seek and to 
save that which was lost.” His name was 
to be Jesus for He was to “save His people 
from their sins.” The world today is rock- 
ing and reeling and rolling in its misery. 
What is wrong! It is sin—sin is to blame 
for it all! What about that man who will 
submit himself to be defiled and to wallow 
in the thing that has broken the heart of 
the world and broken the heart of the Son 
of God on the cross?

IV. The Fourth Seal 


Verses 7, 8. Pestilence. Pestilence usual- 
ly follows in the wake of famine. If 
bodies are inadequately nourished they are 
easily made the victims of disease. The 
word rendered “pale” here means greenish 
pale—corpse color, and the word rendered 
Hell is Hades, or the Grave. Death and 
the Grave are personified, as they are in 
19:14 where they are represented as being 
“cast into the lake of fire.” Here war, 
famine, pestilence and ferocious beasts, 
characterized by the Lord God in Ezek. 
14:21 as “My four sore judgments” are 
represented as destroying a fourth of the 
inhabitants of the earth, the earth-dwellers 
who will be living at the time of the end. 


V. The Fifth Seal 


Verses 9-11. Martyred Saints. Turn- 
ing to Matt. 24:4-9 we learn that our Lord 
in His great prophetic message outlined 
the things that will take place during the 
tribulation exactly as they are outlined 

here. We see the first seal in verse 5, 
“Many shall come in My name, saying, I 
am Christ; and shall deceive many.” The 
many will be climaxed by the “man of 
sin.” Mark the words of John in 1 Jno. 
2:18. What has been taking place all the 
-way down through the centuries, and is 
taking place at the present time we see out- 
lined in verse 6. In verse 7 we see the sec- 
ond, third and fourth seals: War, Famine, 
Pestilence, and our Lord gives an addition- 
al detail, namely, earthquakes. These have 
been on the increase for many years, and it 
is doubtless true will be greatly multiplied 
during the tribulation until they shall be 
climaxed by that most terrible of all earth- 
quakes which will take place just before 
“the glorious appearing of the great God 
and our Saviour Jesus Christ,” a graphic 
picture of which we have under the break- 
ing of the sixth seal. Then in verse 9 we 
have the fifth seal, namely Martyred 
Saints. These saints who will be mar- 
tyred will be doubtless, the saints who will 
refuse to take the mark of the beast. At 
the time of the rapture all who are ready 
for the translation will be translated; many 
will not be ready for translation; they will 
be left. After the rapture shall have taken 
place there will be a great revival, one of 
‘the greatest the world has ever known.

In 1927 the first Pentecostal mission 
was formed in Alameda, and during the 
following few years services were held in 
a number of different locations with var- 
ious pastors in charge.

The present assembly was organized in 
1931 under the name of Glad Tidings 
Church, and the pastor at this time was 
J. C. Kendall. During the ministry of 
the successive pastor, C. E. Lebeck, the 
church moved into the Unitarian Church 
building, located at 1516 Grand Street. 
Following Brother Lebeck, Charles Ker- 
ner, Arne Vick, and H. E. Alford served 
as pastors. During the ministry of Brother 
Alford the church building was purchased 
by the local congregation, and the church 
was incorporated under the State laws. 
In August, 1938, Brother R. A. Wilson, 


the present pastor, was called. 


The church building is located in the 
center of Alameda in a fine residential 
district. The building is old but is in good

repair. Since the church has been secured 
by the local group, it has been repainted 
on the outside, and the large auditorium 
has been refinished on the inside. One of 
the lovely features of the building is a pipe 
organ which lends to the beauty of worship 
in the Sunday morning services. The build- 
ing is well supplied with smaller rooms 
which are used for Sunday School classes. 
A gymnasium in the rear of the church is 
now being used for the primary depart- 
ment, and plans are being made to par- 
tition it off into classrooms.

should be orthodox in 
the evangelical sense of 
the term; we must also 
be fired with an evan- 
gelistic fervor so that 
every church will be a 
working church and ev- 
ery minister a man with 
a vision. 

Only this morning 

Leland R. Keys a well-known elderly 
minister of the gospel speaking over the 
radio mentioned that one of the great fears 
of his life is that he shall lose the sense of 
a great objective. He went on to say that 
when a man loses this sense of objective 
he becomes inane, and when a church loses 
a sense of striving for an objective it dies. 
I wonder if movements have not come and 
gone because they lost a vision of their call- 
ing and of their possibilities in Christ and 
become content with the mediocre, the 
commonplace, and the status quo of things 
as they are rather than of things as they 
should be. 

Jesus said, “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” This 
is the great commission of the church. It 
was not given to Christian ministers but 
to the whole Christian church. We need 
to realize this afresh. It would seem that 
the average church “hires” a preacher for 
the purpose of carrying on the work of 
the church. This is totally unscriptural. 
The minister is the overseer of the working 
church. Why is it that many churches are 
languishing? I think it is because they 
have nothing to do. This subject will bear 
further study, and so important is it that 
it warrants our prayerful consideration by 
pastors and people alike. 

A working church is a live church. 
When Jesus said, “Ye are the light of 
the world,” He was not talking to preach- 
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OF the

ers but to believers whether preachers or 
laymen. 

This brings us to the question of why 
the church exists. Is it to be accepted as a 
mutual gratification society? Does it justi- 
fy its presence in the world as a mutual 
admiration society? Is it to be merely the 
center of blessing for the saints? Or does 
it exist for a more worthy purpose, — a 
great objective? I think you will agree 
with the latter. Primarily, as a city upon a 
hill, it exists for the purpose of giving 
light in a world dark with sin. The great 
elemental mission of the church is the 
salvation of the lost, and in the final anal- 
ysis only as she fulfills this mission and 
commission does she justify her right to 
continue to exist as an institution in these 
“times that are out of joint.” 

Christ, in speaking of His death and 
resurrection reminded the disciples that 
because of the redemption thus provided, 
“Repentance and remission of sins should 
be preached in His name among all na- 
tions, beginning in Jerusalem,” and then 
He said, “Ye are witnesses of these 
things.” The work of a witness is to tell 
what he has seen or what he knows by per- 
sonal experience. No ordination papers are 
needed. No so-called “backing” is neces- 
sary. To the church at large Jesus Christ 
has said, “Ye have not chosen Me, but I 
have chosen you, and ordained you, that 
ye should go and bring forth fruit, and 
that your fruit should remain.” What 
more is necessary? Truly there is a place 
for those who are ordained by the fellow- 
ship of believers and sent into the ministry 
as overseers of the flock of God, and I 
do not minimize the importance of the 
place of the regularly ordained ministry. 
But I believe as the church in general 
catches the vision of every member wit- 
nessing for Christ, spiritually-minded men 
will discover those whom God has special- 
ly called into some phase of the regular 
ministry and will be more than glad to 
give them recognition. Brethren, I think 
this is the Scriptural plan and a far better 
one than is found in some cases where 
those who have never done anything to 
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prove their ministry are so overly anxiou! 
for credentials. However, I merely men 
tion this in passing. 

Now to get back to our subject. Every, 
Christian can be a witness—yea, shoul 
be a witness. He is commissioned by Hii 
Lord. He has felt something in his soul!

| WOULD SUGGEST... 


That just as soon as your scheduled les- 
sons will permit, you give your class a les- 
son on “Choosing Christ as the Pattern.” 
Perhaps you wonder why I have selected 
this certain lesson. Never before have I 
noticed so many young people who have 
blackslidden because the person they ad- 
mired as a Christian and looked to the 
very most, slipped and fell. We know it 
is the time of the “falling away,” but many 
times much of this can be avoided if the 
boys and girls are really taught to keep 
their eyes on the Lord Jesus instead of 
man. 


Lesson Outline 

Scripture: Heb. 12:1, 2. 

Example: Peter, walking on the water 
to go to Jesus... takes his eyes off the 
Master . . . sees the wild waves and falls, 
etc. 

Object Lesson: Material needed—sever- 
al sticks, curved, bent, crooked, rough, etc. 
One bright, shiny straight ruler. A piece 
of paper or a blackboard. 

“Boys and girls, we want to make a 
nice straight line from this side of the 
board to that side of the board. Now here 
is a pile of helpers (sticks and ruler) so 
we will choose one in making our line. 
(Choose a crooked stick—remark about 
unsatisfactory result.) Why is our line so 
crooked? We chose to depend on a 
crooked pattern. Let’s try again. (Use 
bent or rough stick.) We have the same 
result! Now, boys and girls, if we want 
a straight line we must choose a straight 
pattern, one we really can depend on. 
Which would you choose? (When ruler 
is used bring your application.) The result 
is different! We want our lives straight, 
therefore we must choose a straight and 
true pattern.

Nominal church members, having been left 
behind, and among them undoubtedly 
many ministers who do not now believe in 
the coming of the Lord, will recognize the 
fact that the saints have gone, and that 
they have been left because they were un- 
ready for the rapture, and they will begin 
to seek the Lord in earnest, and will be 
found of Him. It is likely that the most 
of them will have to seal their testimony 
with their blood. They will constitute the 
blood- washed throng concerning which we 
tead in chapter 7:9-17. When the beast 
shall demand worship, and shall sit “in the 
temple of God, showing himself that he is 
God” (2 Thess. 1:4) and all who refuse to 
worship him shall have sentence of death 
pronounced upon them (13:15), “a great 
multitude which no man could number, of 
all nations, and kindreds, and people, and 
tongues,” like Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abednego (Dan. 3:18) will refuse to bow 
down and worship, but unlike these ancient 
worthies who were so marvelously and 
miraculously delivered through divine in- 
tervention on their behalf, will be allowed 
to perish, but, losing their lives, they will 
‘save them (Luke 9:24). 

. VI. The Sixth. Seal 

~ Verses 12-17. Convulsions, Chaos, Con- 
‘sternation. Here we are led up to the time 
‘of the end; the very next thing on the di- 
vine program is the coming of Christ in 
glory. Here we have a picture of the ful- 
fillment of Hag. 2:6, 7, “I will shake the 
heavens, and the earth, and the sea, and the 
dry land; and I will shake all nations,” 
Bnd mark the words that follow, “and the 
Desire of all nations shall come.” Our 
Lord is here called “the Desire of all na- 
tions,” and He is their Desire; they do not 
‘know it, but the things which they desire 
‘can only be realized in Him and through 
His coming. They are looking forward to 
peace, to prosperity, to a recognition on the 
part of all of the brotherhood of man, and 
these things can never be achieved theo 
human effort, through human planning; 
they can be realized only when Christ shall 
come. Hence, He is fittingly called “the 
Desire of all nations.” 

_ That this sixth seal leads us up to the 
time of the end, and not simply to the 
middle of the week, seems clear from the 
words of our Lord Himself, “Immediately 
after the tribulation of those days,” etc. 
(Matt. 24:39, 31). 
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The passage just referred to is one of the 
strong bulwarks of those who erroneously 
teach that it is God’s plan for the church to 
go through the tribulation; in fact, they tell 
us that here their doctrine is so clearly 
taught that to deny it is to deny the ver- 
acity of the words of Christ. But the refer- 
ence is not to the rapture: the reference is 
to the revelation; and “His elect” that are 
here spoken of are not the elect of the 
church age, but the elect of Israel. They 
are to be gathered together “from the four 
winds, from one end of heaven to the 
other,” not to be raptured, as the church 
shall be raptured at the first stage of the 
second advent, but to form the nucleus of 
that new nation to which Jesus said the 


kingdom should be given (Matt. 21:43). 


Read Isa. 34:4-8 where we have a 
graphic word painting of the time of the 
end when “the day of the Lord’s ven- 
geance” shall have come, that day which is 
to usher in “the year of recompenses for 
the controversy of Zion.” There can be 
little doubt that the picture which we have 
here is a picture of what is to take place 
under the breaking of the sixth seal, for 
“the day of the Lord’s vengeance” is to be 
followed, as all students of dispensational 
truth know, by that kingdom blessing of 
Israel which cannot come until the millen- 
nial age shall come. See Isa. 61:2-7. 

The most important thing for us to re- 
member in connection with this study is 
that under the breaking of the six seals we 
have a brief summary of all that is to take 
place during Daniel’s seventieth week, 
whereas under the breaking of the seventh 
seal we are informed in greater detail of 
what under the sixth seal we simply have a 
brief epitome.

was Shakespeare. One day he quoted John 
3:16 and she asked him if that was from 
the pen of James Whitcomb Riley! 

God led that girl step by step. She was 
converted in her own bedroom without a 
preacher, and led her to the Eastern Bap- 
tist Seminary, three thousand miles across 
the continent to take up the ministry. And 
however she found W. R. Steelberg in the 
large telephone book in Philadelphia is 
more than I know. God baptized her with 
the Holy Ghost and fire two weeks later. 
Her heart was as open as that of a child; 
she believed everything was for her. She 
went back to the seminary and God gave 
her wisdom. She went down into the coal 
bins in the basement and got on her knees 
and prayed and prayed and laid hold upon 
God until she shook that Eastern Baptist 
seminary with her prayers; and as many as 
thirty college young people, some with sev- 
eral degrees after their names, used to sit 
in our parlor on Monday nights and eager- 
ly drink in the simple testimony that the 
Bible is true and the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost is for today. 

You tell me there isn’t the same kind 
of power there used to be? The power of 
God is just the same today, and God is 
looking for hungry hearts to bless and fill 
and use in His service. 

“Who is made, not after the law of a 
carnal commandment, but after the power 
of an endless life” (Heb. 7:16). If He is 
made after that pattern, I am made after 
that pattern, too. I may not look like it, 
but it is true just the same. 


There is too much of the negative to- 
day and too many people are saying, “It 
can’t be done. God doesn’t work the same 
way as He used to,” and they excuse their 
lack of power. “I know God hasn’t 
changed, but—I haven’t got faith.” Well, 
why haven’t you? You go in the house and 
it is dark and you feel around and pretty 
soon you find a button and press it—on 
comes a light. Why did you push that but- 
ton? Because you knew that up there in 
the ceiling some place was a globe and 
back of that globe were some wires and 
in those wires was electricity. You believed 
that when you pushed the little button on 
the wall, current would go through those 


wires and light would shine from the globe. 
That’s faith.

were all scattered abroad throughout the 
regions of Judea and Samaria, except the 
apostles.” Close upon this statement are 
these words, “Therefore, they that were 
scattered abroad went everywhere preach- 
ing the Word.” (Except the apostles.) 

Is not this significant? Here was the 
church at work. Small wonder that it was 
also a church on fire for God with a great 
passion. And again, small wonder that 
with such zeal they spread the news of 
a Saviour and more was done in evangeliz- 
ing a lost world during the first century 
of the church’s existence than has been ac- 
complished in eighteen centuries since. Can 
anyone tell me of a source of greater joy 
to any church or individual than to see 
lost men and women come home to God? 
I have yet to find one. It is the divine order 
of things that it should be so. When we 
win men to God we ate cooperating in the 
purposes of God. Yea, we are workers to- 
gether with God. 

It has startled some of us just recently to 
learn that there are no less than 98 towns 
and cities with a population of from 500 
to 4,000 in our Northern California and 
Nevada District fellowship that are with- 
out an Assembly of God testimony. It 
seems to me such a challenge should stir 
the blood of our younger men and women 
until, as if possessed by another spirit, they 
go forth in the power of God, conquering 
and to conquer. 

Let us trust in God! Let us catch the 
vision! Let us go forth in the name of the 
Lord! He will see us through. God is not 
dead. Prayer is still heard. The mirac- 
ulous is still possible. 

I believe that there are well established

You ask, “Don’t depressions 
affect saints as well as sinners? Don’t 
saints have to have jobs and clothes and 
food and all these things that others in

things shall be added unto you.” “These 
things”—the things that nations are wor- 
itying about today, that are driving them 
to war with one another. 


Let me read you this wonderful portion 
of scripture from Habakkuk 3:17: “Al- 
though the fig tree shall not blossom, nei- 
ther shall fruit be in the vines; the labor 
of the olive shall fail, and the fields shall 
yield no meat; the flock shall be cut off 
from the fold, and there shall be no herd 
in the stalls, yet I will rejoice in the Lord, 
I will joy in the God of my salvation.” 
That is worth something! When the cup- 
board is empty; when there is nothing in 
the pocketbook; when seemingly every- 
thing is gone; when there is nothing out- 
wardly in which to rejoice—yet a man can 
look to his God and glory in the Rock of 


his salvation. That is freedom! 


Philippians 4:6-7: “Be careful for noth- 
ing; but in everything by prayer and sup- 
plication with thanksgiving let your re- 
quests be made known unto God. And the 
peace of God, which passeth all under- 
standing, shall keep your hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus.” It is the peace of 
God, not the peace of circumstances. That 
peace will come down through conditions 
into your heart, the peace of God “which 
passeth understanding.” God’s peace shall 
keep you like an army, guarding you from 
every disturbing thought. 

Fourth, this freedom that Jesus gives 
means freedom from the terror of coming 
judgment. Here and now, men and wom- 
en, young and old, good, bad and indiffer- 
ent, can be made free from the terrors of 
judgment. Say what you please, men are 
afraid of that. They act like they are not 
afraid, but they are. In their heart of 
hearts they know that someday they will 
be brought face to face with a Holy God 
and a dirty record. “It is appointed unto 
man once to die, and after that the judg- 
ment.” That is one appointment you will 
keep. You may dodge your appointments 
down here, but the judgment of God is 
certain; death is certain. You may try to 
forget it, but you will die just the same. 
That old Reaper with those long, bony 
fingers will reach out for you one of these 
days. But after that appointment there is 
another—judgment. It is not a mercy seat. 
It is no throne of grace. There will be no- 
body there to pray for you, nobody to in- 
tercede for you, nobody to plead the blood 
of Christ for you. Your own record will 
be there to face you. 


But, wait, do you know you can miss this 
judgment? Let me read you this beautiful 
scripture in John 5:24, “Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, He that heareth My word,
